Works have been seriously contem- 
plating the fact that they way soon 
be compelled to stop the use of water 
for sprinkling purposes; a thing they 
do not want to do unless it 
becomes

desire now to ask all consumers of 
city water to use the utmost care in 
the use of it, and to temporarily cut 
off all except the most necessary uses 
The average daily consumption of 
water this year is 25 per cent higher 
than during same time last year, and 
35 per cent higher than it was in 
1893. Tills fact and the additional 
one that the present season has. been 
unprecedented!}' dry, must convince 
everyone that the supply has been 
maintained remarkably well so far by 
the wells that have been drilled for 
this purpose. These wells have a 
capacity sufficient to supply the city 
during all ordinary times, but when 
it Is so excessively hot and dry the 
sprinkling services are used so much 
more that the daily consumption 
considerably exceeds the supply; and 
without an occasional ratn we would 
soon be compelled to cut (-IT all

The extent of tbe competition o 


Canada with the United States in 
foreign markets is pointed out in 
bulletin to be issued by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture in a few days 
The bulletin la tbe fourth of the 
" World's Markets" aeries in course o 
publication by tbe department, am 
embodies tbe reports of thirty of our 
Consuls in the Dominion. 
It show 


that the total exports of Canada in 
creased from $89,000,000 in 1835 tt 
•118,00^,000 ID 1894, or 33 per cent, 
the imports from 9109,000,000 t 
$123,000,000, or 13 per cent, and th 
total trade froaa $198.000,000 to $241 
000,000, or 21 per cent., during th 
same period. The largest propor 
tional annual increase was in 1892 
when the value of tbe total trad 
exceeded that of the preceding yea 
about 11 percent. During tbe year 
1388 to 1891 inclusive, the trade of 
Canada witb the United States ex- 
ceeded that witb any other country, 
but since then the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland has 
taken first rank, with the United 
States second. An important fact is 
that a large share of the agricultural 
products going abroad from Canadian 
seaports are cereals • and flour in 
transit from the United States. Of 
$27,000,000 of such products shipped 
last year $9,000,000 was American 
merchandise. In wood pulp in 1894 
the United States alone imported 
from tbe Domfnion «3«9,010.

It is uot farther from America to Af- 


Vca than it was from Europe to America 
100 years ago, when this country was 
tattled.

The facilities for picking up fortunes iu 
the British territory iu Africa are as 
great almost as they were even tit Cali- 
fornia iu the fifties. 


Matabclelaud, the region lately add-

It is a magnificent agricultural 
land, and it will uot be forgotten at the 
same time that the trouble with its na- 
tive African king arose from the fact 
that white men were crowding into its 
gold mines so rapidly that he became 
alarmed, as well be might have done, 
and endeavored to evade agreements he 
had made with the British company. 


Bnluwayo is the capital of Matabcle- 


laud, and its population bos increased 
twelvefold in the last three months. 
White meu are pouring into the country 
in a stream. The climate is very toler- 
able for white men. There are people 
now living who will see the heart of 
Africa as civilized as Boston, for in- 
stance, now is. 


On the whole, why should not Ameri- 


can fortune hunters go to Matabelcland 
and make their pile? Enough English- 
men have amassed wealth in the \v»\st, 
era regions of this country for Ameri- 
cans to turn the tables now and see if 
Yankees cauuut get rich in British ter- 
ritory.

The ilinminant of the future to either 


electricity or the new gas, acetylene, 
probably both. Later experiments with 
acetylene prove all the merit at first 
claimed for it- A given volume of it 
will produce 4% times as much light as 
the same volume of coal gas from the 
roost approved burner. The acetylene 
throws off only four-fifths as much car- 
bonic acid as the coal gas does and only 
one-sixth as much water. Finally it re- 
quires iu combustion only half so much 
oxygen ai tho coal gaa does. It will he 
seen, therefore, that it poisons the air far 
less than ordinary illuminating gas docs. 
To all these advantages is added the fact 
that the acetylene can be made more 
cheaply than the coal gas. Apparently 
the gas companies will therefore consult 
both their own interests and those of 
their customers by initiating at once ex- 
periments looking to the substitution of 
acetylene for ordinary coal gas. The new 
gaa ean be liquefied readily, and with 
proper care can be conveyed in this form 
to private dwelling* in the country and 
to other places ont of roach of gas pipe*. 
Whnn tho pressure is removed, the fluid 
becomes gii« again nud-burns as snub.

Nor was Miss Willard's 
heart untouched, and the young man's 
matrimonial hopes might have been 
realized but for her discovery that he 
was addicted to the use of tobacco. She 
very promptly told him ho could choose 
between tobacco and herself, and to all 
his plbodm^s unnosed tho one ciy : 


"If .you love tobacco more than you

Woman's Part ID Hanking Attain. 


The women of this country play a 


more important part iu its banking af- 
fairs than they perhaps realize. They 
have a large interest iu the bank capital 
and figure as emplov ei!», shareholders, di- 
rectors and officers. 


James H. Eckels, comptroller of the 


currency, has compiled some interesting 
figures showing in part the interest of 
women m banking. The statistics cover 
both the national aud state banks and 
were obtained in response to circular let- 
ters of inquiry. 


According to the showing, the num- 


ber of share*, of national banks is 7,09i»,- 
413, representing a total valuation of 
$(iSS,G4i,s76 
Of these women own 


1.73S,772bharc3of a value of $130,(iblt- 
492. 
The percentago of shares is 24.4 


and of capital 1S.O. The number of m 
dividual women holders of national 
bank stock is 70,607. 


It is rather curious to note that the 


women apparently have greater confi- 
dence iu national than in state banks. 
The total shares, and capital of tho lat- 
ter class of institutions are 8,018,804 and 
$307,lj],716respectively. Of this num- 
ber 481,098 shares, representing IJU18,- 
074,71~, stand m the names of women. 
The percentage* aie respectively 13.8 
and 1"J 4, ami the individual holders 
number 23,140.

AT THE JAPANESE LEGATION. 


B*p0ri of UlMoluliun » Surprl**— Ore** 


x, Aug. 14.— No informa- 


tion has been receivotl at the Japanese 
legation in confirmation or denial of the 
report* that a cabinet crisis exist* in 
Japan, though the legation would not 
necessarily be informed of such an oc- 
currence until the formation of a new 
ministry. 


The report of dissolution was, how- 


ever, a surprise to the members of the 
legation and has aroused great inter- 
est. While accustomed to look upon 
Counts Ito and Yamagata as almost per- 
manent parts of the Japanese, they ad- 
mit that there has been dissatisfaction 
expressed among the opposition politi- 
cians concerning the recession from the 
terms of the original treaty, and it is 
surmised any cabinet changes will te 
due to this criticism. 


They think, however, that a change 
on this aocouiu. ia impoobiblu. As in 
Japan the ministry is the creation of 
the emperor and its continuance iu 
office is in nowise dependent npou pop- 
ular approval, except so far as the min- 
isters may personally be influenced 
by it. 


Furthermore, they find it difficult to 


realize that there should be any misun- 
derstanding on the question of rank. 
Both Ito aud Yama^ata are count*. 
The former holds the highest decoration 
within the gift of the emperor, and the 
latter is a marshal of the empire. It is 
not understood why men who have 
already been so highly honored should 
make much trouble over the question of 
the conference of an honor which would 
be only a slight advance over their 
present status. 


No one at the legation will venture 


an opinion as to who might succeed 
Count Ito as prime minister iu case of 
his permanent retirement.

Many eminent phyniciaiui 


and \egeturiiiiiii ie;vh nn that animal 


fe<i to the d<n; without a large pro- 


portion of vegetable food i* sure to pro- 
luce vitiated blood, organic trouble of 
the liver, titoiuac-h uud kidneys, aud to 
a i-ciuiiuty obnoxious akin disease*—• 
E::uige. ei-zr-ma, etc. These results, com- 
ing as they do directly from feeding 
meat, are a proof of the auwholesome- 
uejs of meat as an article of diet We 
liavo the testimony at tbe best vegeta- 
riiuis—Ulover, .Sherwood, "JUtuuoat," 
Mills, etc.—which should settle the sci- 
entific phase of the question. 


We have tbe evidence of tbe dog's 


fondness for vegetable food to settle the 
natural features of tbe question. 


It is true that at - some time in tbe 


past, so far back that the mind or knowl- 
edge of mail cannot reach, when the dog 
was in the wild state, and when he was 
forced to eat meat or starve to death, he 
was carnivorous. While he has the ca- 
pabilities of living on vegetable food, 
nature Eeems to be remiss in furniehmg 
bint with the correct teeth for grinding, 
such as we observe* in the horse, ox, 
sheep and goats. This i» surely a re- 
markable instance of adaptability, as we 
observe in only one other animal, and 
that is man himself. 


No doubt all these changes in the na- 


ture of the dog have been brought about 
by domesticity; the association with 
man and the consequent impressions ind 
education which have been transmitted 
from generation to generation through 
centuries, till at last what was mere 
education became natural and heredi- 
tary. 


Man himself has changed greatly in 


his nature from civilization or the as- 
Eociation^in a state of society, which has 
beneficent effects iu enlarging his mind, 
improving his body and adding to bis 
knowledge. 


These effects, while not so pronounced, 


are quite noticeable in all the animals 
under his dominion, the horse, the ox, 
the dog aud the cat, which in its wild 
state is the most bloodthirsty and cruel 
of all animals and has withstood the 
beneficial effects of associating with man 
to a degree exceeding that of any other 
animal. Still the nature of the cat has 
been much eof tened and improved by its 
life ia domesticity, and it, too, is grad- 
ually changing from a meat eating ani- 
mal to an cater of vegetables. 


With the testimony of our best pro- 


fessional men, the testimony of many 
owners of dogs aud the testimony of the 
dog's natural craving for vegetable food, 
and the good health which follows liv- 
ing on a vegetable diets is it not aston 
ishing that there should be any person 
who claims that a diet of meat alone is 
proper for our dogs? Li the light of 
modern science and experience the old 
fashioned notions are gradually being 
swept away to the oblivion, which over- 
takes the nut>be.l-ie£si Ivft iu the rear by 
progress, 


It is possible that the habits of the 


dog as they are acquired about the home 
of his master may nut bo considered as 
containing complete evidence of his 
whole nature. Then I offer one or two 
traits which I observed while on a vibit 
in the south iu the past year, and which 
I wus informed wero so common and 
well known in that section as to ooca- 
isiuu no remark. 


Tho native negro dogs and hounds 


will visit the cornfields and tear off the 
green ears from the growing corn and 
eat them with relish and avidity. They 


will visit the persimmon trees and 


eat the ripe fruit which has fallen to 
the ground. Dogs have a regular route 
from one persimmon tree to another, 
sometimes long distances from home, 
which they travel daily, so dearly do the 
crave for the fruit. All this evidence 
convinces me that the clog is naturally a 
vegetarian, now, no matter what he was 
in a wild stale.—Forest and Stream. 


Dirt and Health. 


The old saying ihat dirt is healthful 


no longer holds its ground in the light 
of modern research. Not all dirt is ac- 
tually disease producing, it is true, but 
all places where filth accumulates or 
where there is decaying matter of any 
kind are very likely to afford abode and 
sustenance to any disease germs which 
may be floating about in the air. Here 
they multiply uud wax strong and lie in 
wait to attack the first animal or hu- 
man being that comes along, whose vital 
forces are not strong enough to bar the 
entrance of these microscopic enemies 
No soiled clothing should lie about 
sleeping apartments, no rubbish should 
accumulate iu the attic, no rotten rag» 
nndor the sink, no decaying vegetables 
in the cellar, no Boiling matter or dust 
anywhere. 
Disease microbes do not 


ciaw 1 about actively like flies. They are 
invisibJe, living, organic dust and can 
often be gotten nd of a-s Mich. 
The
